with 


' their lives—and on this question the South 
1 are a united people. This class, composed 
of many small" farmers, of merchants, pro- 
fessional 
men, mechanics, overseers, am! 


,' other industrial, classes, constitute mainly 
the patrol .<of the South, and cheerfully 
unite in carrying out those law- essential to 
preserve the Institution. 
Against a power- 


ful minority and constant agitation, slavery 
could not long exist in any Stste. It is n 


' well known fact that tiiis result would 
have followed soon, in several of the slave 
States, but for the unanimity 
speedily 


produced there by the abolition, agitators 
anil intermcddlers of the North. Now Kan- 
sas is much divided on the question of 
.slavery there ; there is a powerful ^minority 
there, if not a majority. A party not neu- 
tnl, but liitlerlyhostilo to the institution:

Our 
rders were to fire the suburbs from the 
est comer ol the city wall, in a direction 
estwards. 
All the bullets I saw were made of iron, 


ery unshapely, and h'ke that which we 
muld call slugs. It was with difficulty 
e could prevent the men from shooting 
very poor devil they surprised in the houses; 
nd had we not exerted the greatest alien- 
on every one of .them would have been 
nurdered. This burning proceeding is very 
omble, and I wish we were done with it, 
hich I am happy to say, I think is the ca«e, 
t least for the present The admiral had 
real forbearance in not attempting it he- 
re, which he might easily, and perhaps 
ustly,have done.
